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A Defense of Scientific Philately... 


By Lewis G. Quakenbush 


Often having been asked to reprint 
stamp articles from old stamp mag- 
azines, we purpose, in succeeding 
months to publish some of the most 
striking (in our opinion) which we 
have run across. Such a one is the 
article reproduced herewith. It ap- 
peared in the Dominion Philatelist, 
Peterborough, in Vol. VI, No. 72, for 
December, 1894. The writer, Lewis G. 
Quakenbush, appeared in a number 
of periodicals of the nineties and 
many of our older readers will re- 
member him as the wielder of a 
pungent and versatile pen. 





“When every collector shall have 
become a specialist, and the powers 
of his intellect are frittered away 
upon puerile and infinitesimal vari- 
eties; we shall be deservedly dubbed 
an association of cranks. The ad- 
vanced philatelist will be the death 
of Philately, if he cannot be tether- 
ed and restrained. The ideal cata- 
logue will discourage the vagaries 
and puerilities of the advanced phil- 
atelist, whose only claim to be de- 
scribed as “advanced” lies in the fact 
that he has carried his hobby out 
of the regions of common sense into 
the cloudy expanses of trivialism and 
uncertainty, and has degraded a 
most interesting recreation, into the 
most laughable business of life.” 

These stinging words, quoted ver- 
batim from Mr. M. R. Knight’s re- 
cent article in the Monthly Journal 
of London, England, on the ideal 
stamp catalogue form the most pow- 
erful arraignment of the advanced 
philatelist and his methods of study, 
that has ever appeared in the phil- 
atelic press. Mr. Knight’s earnest 
protest against the cataloguing and 
collecting of certain minute differ- 
ences in postage stamp bears the un- 
mistable stamp of sincerity; but it 
is no less unmistakably the work of 
one who is behind the age in which 
he lives, and who judges Philately by 
the standards of a decade ago, in- 
stead of by the standards of today. 

Yet it is to be feared that Mr. 
Knight simply voices the sentiments 


of many others. In much of the phil- 
atelic literature emanating from the 
pens of those of comparatively 
superficial knowledge, there is a 
tendency to belittle the advanced 
philatelist, and the school of phila- 
telie culture which he represents. 
The notion that the collection and 
study of minute varieties is puerile 
and trivial is no new thing, though 
seldom or never before expressed in 
such plain, unvarnished language as 
that which Mr. Knight chooses to 
employ. We all know many collectors 
who decry the inclusion in our cata- 
logues and collections of those minor 
varieties which they are pleased to 
term unimportant. Mr. Knight may 
well be considered the spokesman of 
this class and it is due the advanced 
collectors whose erudition he þe- 
littles that his caustic condemnation 
of their method be not passed by un- 
answered. 


Philately occupies today a higher 
place in the respect of its devotees 
and of the outside world than ever 
before. Who placed it there? It has 
been growing and expanding and 
widening’ its sphere of influence con- 
tinually. Which of its followers have 
chiefly sown the seeds of that grow- 
ing strength? One answer only can 
be given to both questions, viz, its 
deepest students, the advanced col- 
lectors. The term advanced collector 
means a great deal nowadays; and 
much as Mr. Knight and others of 
his ilk may scoff at the thorough 
knowledge of the “little things” of 
Philately which the term betokens, 
the brainy men and women who are 
delving in the field of philatelic re- 
search in such numbers will continue 
to hold it a title of honor and strive 
to win it for themselves. 


The deep and earnest student of 
what some call the “minor details” 
of Philately has practically made the 
science what it is. It is the pre-emin- 
ent charm of our pursuit that it is a 
study and recreation combined in 
one; and the great error of the skin 
deep school of philatelists lies in 
their mistaken belief that study and 
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recreation are incompatible. The ad- 
vanced student is the very life of 


Philately, the mainstay of the entire 
body philatelic. Every grain of 
knowledge he masters strengthens at 
one and the same time his standing 
as a philatelist and Philately’s 
standing as a science. The day when 
Philately’s right to be dubbed a 
science was disdainfully questioned 
has gone by, never to return. We 
have advanced far beyond that 
stage: hence, it seems like an echo 
from the past when the very essence 
of scientific study is so roundly as- 
sailed. In deprecating the collecting 
of certain classes of varieties which 
he terms “unimportant,” Mr. Knight 
is venturing on uncertain ground. It 
is impossible for us to learn too 
much regarding the specimens which 
we choose to study. There is no 
single detail of their manufacture or 
history that is without its interest, 
or that can in strict fairness be term- 
ed unimportant. 
Every single link in the chain of 
knowledge must be perfect before we 
can deem that chain complete. Who 
shall attempt to irrevocably separate 
the important from the unimportant; 
and to say, “thus far shalt thou go 
and no. farther.” The strongest argu- 
ment that can possibly be adduced in 
favor of the scientific study of Phil- 
ately, lies in the simple statement 
that thousands and thousands of in- 
telligent and cultured men find great 
pleasure in collecting and studying 
those very varieties that their breth- 
ren of less studious tastes and in- 
clinations systematically cry down. 
Of course, our tastes are not alike. 
What pleases one may be very dis- 
pleasing to another; and it is but 
natural that many philatelists should 
prefer a vague, general skirmishing 
around the borders of the pursuit, to 
the careful and systematic collecting 
of the student. But that gives them 
no warrant that their method is the 
best: and the fact that they lack the 
qualities necessary to appreciate oth- 
er modes of collecting, should not 
lead them to value too lightly that 
which others have tested and found 
in the highest degree satisfactory. It 
is very easy for us to profess scorn 
for that which we do not or cannot 
understand. It is very common for 
men to sneer at knowledge which is 


beyond them; and the attitude is 
seldom a graceful one for those who 
do the sneering. 

Mr. Knight says in effect that the 
mass of advanced collectors are un- 
bridled idiots. According to this new 
found apostle of philatelic simplicity, 
the advanced collector is as one be- 
reft of common sense. His “vagaries 


and puerilities,” are alternately dis- 


gusting and laughable. Elsewhere in 
the article, Mr. Knight remarks that 
he can hardly use the words “advan- 
ced philatelist” without laughter. In 
fact the entire essay displays a min- 
gled pity and contempt for the mis- 
guided victims of scientific Philately 
that can by no possible stretch of 
courtesy be termed edifying. I would 
not criticise Mr. Knight for boldly 
stating his views radical though they 
be. He doubtless believes sincerely in 
the philatelic creed which he out- 
lines. But his condemnation of the 
advanced philatelist and his work is 
both injudicious and unjust. It is the 
invective of intolerance: the plea of 
a man who can see no virtue in the 
ways of others when they fail to 
conform with his own, and I would 
suggest to Mr. Knight that his ar- 
ticle is a speaking injustice to the 
greatest philatelist of every land. 
The mode of collecting which he de- 
precates is that pursued by a vast 
majority of those men whose names 
are most familiar and whose phila- 
telic fame is most enviable and en- 
during. The superficial philatelist 
seldom or never gains a lasting repu- 
tation. Those same advenced phila- 
telists who move Mr. Knight to such 
abundant mirth, form the strong, 
powerful and effective force that 
leads on the vanguard of philatelic 
progress. The advanced collector is 
the Atlas who sustains the world of 
Philately and a million batteries of 
rhetorical ridicule could not injure 
him. 

Why should Mr. Knight or any 
other philatelist of similar aims and 
beliefs consider it his duty to revolu- 
tionize Philately? There is not nor 
cannot be any one method of collect- 
ing that will accord with the ideas 
of all collectors. Individual. taste is 
the only reliable guide in stamp col- 
lecting. But individual taste need not 
be proclaimed from the housetops. 

The old, old question, “what shall 
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we collect,” is forever haunting the 
weak and hesitant mind. The only 
just answer to the query is this: 
“collect what you please.” Mr. 
Knight would not have us collect 
what we please, but rather what he 
pleases; and because we do not see 
the error of our ways and because 
we continue to collect the varieties 
of paper, perforation and the like 
which he would cast into darkness, 
advanced Philately is ridiculed, and 
the advanced philatelist is scoffed at. 

Nevertheless, Philately’s brightest 
promise lies in the growth among 
collectors of that spirit of conscien- 
tious scholarship that has done and 
is doing so much to elevate the 
science.

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MOSTLY ON PLATE BLOCKS 
By “Scotia” 








I am glad to be able to report an 
increase in the number of sets of 
C7, plate 2, which are known to me. 
This stood at five when I first men- 
tioned it in this column but recently 
it has risen to six with the com- 
pletion of the set of a prominent 
Dundas collector, Mr. H. G. Bertram. 
Congratulations, Mr. Bertram! 


Following out the census idea, I 
have made a start on the number of 
collections of War Issue which ap- 
proach completion. There are 608 
possible positions, so that a collec- 
tion of 600 or more is virtually com- 
plete. As in so many other things 
the last few are the hardest! 
Weatherbie of Ottawa has 607 posi- 
tions, lacking only UL of pl. 5, C8, 
and through purchase from him I 
have attained the same total. 

I should like to say here that I 
consider Col. Weatherbie one of 
Canada’s most distinguished phila- 
telists. I admire especially the range 
of his interests and the catholicity 
of his taste..In addition to his collec- 
tion of War Issue and other plate 
blocks, he has an outstanding col- 
lection of Prince Edward Island, on 
which he is a recognized authority, 
and an amazing variety of Great 
Britain early plating and cancella- 
tions which can only be properly ap- 
preciated by the initiated, but which 
probably has no equal on either side 
of the Atlantic. You pass over a 
phenomenal collection of Christmas 
Seals and a promising lot of British 
Colonials. It is a pleasure to salute 
one from whom I have learned so 
much, and with whom my relations 
have been so uniformly cordial. 

In addition to my War Issue col- 
lection of 607 positions, I have a 
second collection of 596 positions. My 
reasons for forming two collections 
are as follows. For one thing, it is 
just as easy, when stamps are cur- 
rent, to secure two of each positions 
as to secure one; and for another, I 
feel that plate blocks are such a good 
investment that a second set, event- 
ually to be sold, will more than pay 
for both. 

This idea of two sets I apply only

to regular issues such as War Issue 
and the current revised. For com- 
memoration and Special issues like 
the Unrevised I try to get at least 
ten sets. The two cent and five cent 
values of the latter have been tough, 
but I have finally reached the 80 
mark in both, which means ten sets, 
if and when properly balanced. I was 
not surprised to see the substantial 
increase in the price of these two 
items in the recent list of a promin- 
ent Toronto dealer and feel that this 
is just the beginning. The other de- 
nominations, without these, will be of 
relatively little value, I suspect. 

Many people are making a mis- 
take, it seems to rue, in overlooking 
the revised issue. It doesn’t take 
much time or money to lay aside a 
set or two of each plate and one 
never knows when a scarce one will 
come along. Plate three of the cur- 
rent set might turn out to be a good 
example of this, because plates four 
and five were out before it had been 
in use very long.

ROMANCE IN PHILATELY

The romance of stamp collecting 


has no boundaries, no religion, no 
restrictions of place, race, creed or 
color. Neither has the supernatural, 
the uncanny or unforeseen, so from 
our land of the free we now go to 
Hawaii, where romance and supersti- 
tion bound aplenty. 

Kilauea, in Hawaii, is one of the 
largest voleanos in the world.

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Are You a Stamp Widow ? 
By Edwin L. Brooks 


The other afternoon this author 
stopped into one of Chicago’s lead- 
ing dealers for a chat. Somehow the 
subject of women in philately came 
up and he showed us a long com- 
munication from a Mrs. Carol Lee, 
who very aptly wrote of the exper- 
iences of a “stamp widow.” She 
wrote: 


“My husband is a collector of pre- 
cancelled stamps, and that is why I 
first became interested in such 
stamps, in self-denfence. He would 
say, ‘Look! Isn’t this a nice double 
line?” Or ‘There’s a new city type. 
Or ‘Wish I could pick up a B-125 
from Chicago. It’s the only Chicago 
bureau print I need.” Then he would 
end with, “I do wish you knew some- 
thing about precancels!’ 


“Finally I decided that if I was- 
n’t to appear too dumb I had better 
learn a little about precanceled 
stamps. My husband gladly taught 
me to distinguish the two current 
types of bureau prints, the B-11’s 
and the B-13’s, and that the only 
difference between them is that the 
B-11’s have the type (that is, the 
name of the city and state in which 
the stamp is to be used) in two lines, 
while the B-13’s have the type in 
three lines. Then I learned that there 
were several kinds of the old type 
bureaus, B-3’s, B-4’s, B-5’s and so on 
up to and including B-10’s. It looked 
like a real job to learn to tell all of 
those old bureaus, but I found that I 
had only to compare the stamp in 
question with the illustration in the 
front of the bureau print catalog. 


I had already learned to use a 
perforation gauge when working 
with foreign stamps and I knew that 
a coil stamp has two opposite edges 
straight, most often the two hor- 
izontal or shorter edes. When, 
I found that in the bureau print cat- 
alog each denomination of stamp of 
the same issue, whether 1 cent ord- 
inary or 10 cent or 17 cent, 50 cents 
or 5 cent coil, providing it has the 
same type of cancellation and the 
same perforation, will always have 
the same number, the bureau catalog 
began to make sense to me. Soon I 
could classify print bureaus as quick- 


ly as my husband could. 
“I thought the rest would be easy. 


If the stamp wasn’t a bureau print, 
it was a city type. Much of it is 
easy, very easy. You soon learn to 
recognize the commoner city types, 
the so-called universal styles. These 
are so named because more than one 
city, and many cities have used the 
same style of type for the precancel- 
lation. | 

“When I had progressed this far 
I began to be some real help to my 
husband in his collecting, as I would 
often run across a nice precanceled 
stamp and could bring it home to 
him when I knew it was worth the 
effort to get a new one. Many of 
the odd types can be had only by 
accidentally picking them up in this 
manner. We have several which seem 
to be ‘one only’s’ as far as collectors. 
are concerned, and usually got them 
from friends or relatives in country 
towns who give their circulars and 
catalogs a chance to stack up a while 
in the woodshed and then use them 
to help kindle fires. Of course, there 
were more like them, but unfortuna- 
tely, most of them reached the stove 
before a precancel collector ever 
heard of them. 

“Now I became really interested 
in precancels and decided that, since 
my help was usually requisitioned 
for preliminary sorting and that type 
of thing anyway, I might as well 
have a collection of my own. I have 
about 1,200 of the B-11 and B-12 
Bureaus now, but my real love is my 
collection of the issues from 1903 
to 1922. I want one stamp of each 
denomination available in each issue 
from every state and preferable each 
stamp from a different city. Of 
course, in some states this is im- 
possible and in some others it’s very 
hard to do. I keep looking, though, 
picking up a few ones and exchang- 
ing a stamp here and there for a less 
common type. Of course what ap- 
peals to me may not appeal to you, 
but this is one collection that can be 
as large or as small as you wish and 
no one can’t tell you much about it 
Since you include only those items. 
that you really want in it. 

“My husband admires my two col- 
lections, but doesn’t covet them, be- 
cause he likes his own double lines 
and presidentials better.

President of the Sandy Hill Com- 
munity Centre Stamp Club of Otta- 
wa, Allan Whalen and the Director 
of the Exhibition Committee, Rev. 
Father Gerard Boulanger, OMI, stat- 
ed that 10,000 citizens witnessed the 
show. 

This event really sold philately as 
an educational as well as an excellent 
financial pastime to non-collectors. 

tt may be of interest to know that 
the club’s founder, Charles St. Ger- 
main, an alderman in Ottawa’s City 
council, is planning on promoting 
the hobby to Ottawa’s teen-agers 
this fall. 

Mr. St. Geramin hopes to introduce 
this programme through the Ottawa 
Recreation Commission, of which he 
is an official. Prominent Ottawa 
philatelists will give a series of lec- 
tures on the fundamentals of the 
hobby. it is expected at least 2,000 
Ottawa teen-agers will take advant- 
age of this special extra-curriculum 
course.
